The rise in wholesale prices, which had been con- 
tinuous for twelve months, was checked in June, but 
the upward trend was resumed last month, when the 
index (111°5) was 0°7 per cent. higher than that for 
May (110°7); there was a rise of 1-1 per cent. in prices 
of food and tobacco’ and of 0°6 per cent. for industrial 
materials and manufactures. As compared with a year 
earlier there was a rise of about 19 per cent. in the 
general index; the increase in food prices (144 per 
cent.) was less than that for the industrial items (214 

r cent.). The July index numbers for all articles 
(1115) and for industrial materials and manufactures 
(1161) are the highest recorded in the present series 
(ie. from January 1930). 


The re-grouping of industrial materials and manu- 
factures (except fuel) according to the stage of com- 
pletion which the products have reached into basic 
materials, intermediate products and manufactured 
articles showed a decrease of 0°7 per cent. for the first 
mentioned category and increases of 2°2 and 0°7 per 
cent., respectively, for the second and third, as com- 
pared with the previous month. Compared with a year 
earlier there were increases for the three classes of 32, 
91 and 164 per cent., respectively. Building materials 
showed a further rise in price, the increases being 1:3 
and 9°1 per cent., respectively, compared with a month 
and a year earlier. 


Food prices rose in the two weeks ended 3 and 10 
July but declined in the next three weeks; prices of 
industrial materials and manufactures also rose in the 
weeks ended 8 and 10 July and subsequently remained 
practically unchanged.

Food and Tobacco.—As compared with June, 
average prices of cereals were 3:7 per cent. higher. The 
largest advances were in wheat prices, Manitoba 
Mcreasing by 144 per cent. and Rosafé by 11 per cent.,

while the price of straight-run flour advanced by 10} 
per cent. and that of imported flour by nearly 9 per 
cent. Following falls in May and June of about 1 and 
44 per cent., respectively, English barley prices 
declined in July by a further 14 per cent., this being 
the only significant decline in the cereals group. In 
the meat, fish and eggs group, in which average prices 
rose by 17 per cent., all bacon prices advanced, Wilt- 
shire increasing by about 6 per cent., and Irish, Danish 
and Dutch by 5, 7 and 10 per cent., respectively. 
Hams and pork were also dearer. Scotch beef was 
about 8 per cent. dearer, but English and imported 
beef were cheaper, some part of the fall being due to 
seasonal influences; the largest decline (15 per cent.) 
was in respect of Australian frozen beef. There were 
seasonal declines in mutton prices, English cheapen- 
ing by 94 per cent. and Scotch by 74 per cent. Prices 
of English and Danish eggs showed substantial rises 
which were partly seasonal. Prices of haddock and 
plaice were lower by about 13 and 7 per cent., respec- 
tively. The miscellaneous food group showed a fall of 
about 1 per cent. Home-made and imported butter 
prices advanced by 2}3—44 per cent., and the 
average contract price for milk was about 84 per cent. 
higher. The increases in butter prices were partly 
seasonal. Apples and onions were dearer, but there 
were substantial seasonal declines in the prices of 
potatoes and tomatoes. Oranges cheapened from the 
high prices recorded in June. Sugar was rather dearer. 
Tea and coffee prices were about 1—14 per cent. higher 
and cocoa about 24 per cent. dearer. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—The prin- 
cipal changes, as compared with June, were rises for 
certain descriptions of iron and steel and non-ferrous 
metals, which were partly offset by falls for coal and 
cotton. In the iron and steel group four descriptions 
of pig iron advanced in price on 1 July by £1 per ton, 
quotations after this increase being Cleveland No. 4 
forge £5 and No. 3 foundry £5 1s., and Northampton 
and Derbyshire No, 3 foundry £5 38s. 6d. and £5 6s., 
respectively. Certain descriptions of wrought iron 
(bars and hoops) recorded advances of between 44 and 
54 per cent. Galvanised fencing wire was again dearer, 
the price having increased from £16 per ton in April 
to £20 5s. per ton in July. Following declines in the 
three preceding months, average prices of copper, lead 
and zine rose in July, as compared with June, by 23, 
34 and 5 per cent., respectively. Tin averaged £252 
per ton in May and June and £266 10s. in July. Fife- 
shire 3rd class steam coal cheapened in July by 1s. 
per ton, South Wales ordinaries by 9d. per ton 
and Durham gas coal and South Wales smokeless 
seconds by 6d. per ton. All the items in the cotton 
group contributed to the average decline of 3 per cent. 
as compared with June, the largest proportionate falls 
being in respect of raw cotton. American middling 
was quoted at 695d. per lb. on 25 June and 612d. per 
lb. on 30 July, and Egyptian cheapened from 10-05d. 
to 905d. per lb. The index of raw wool prices showed 
a rise of about 24 per cent., but the price of noils 
declined by 534 per cent. Jute prices were rather firmer 
and hemp prices somewhat weaker. Sulphuric acid 
advanced 7s. per ton on 28 July, and the price of motor 
spirit was lowered 4d. per gallon on 31 July. Among 
the miscellaneous items the price of bricks (best stocks) 
advanced by 13s. per 1,000 on 9 July, while goatskins 
and rubber cheapened by about 7 and 5 per cent., 
respectively. Rubber prices have declined since the 
end of March from about 13d. to 9d. per lb. 


A comparison of the 200 price averages for July with 
those relating to June shows 70 increases and 52 
decreases, articles of food accounting for 39 of the 
former and 20 of the latter. Of the increases for food, 
23 were of less than 5 per cent., 8 were of between 
5 and 10 per cent., 4 were of between 10 and 15 per 
cent., 2 were of between 15 and 20 per cent., and 2 
(Danish and English eggs) of 29 and 33} per cent.,

GREECE 


ECONOMIC AND TRADE CONDITIONS 


The economic position in Greece, despite a consider- 
able agricultural and industrial development since 
1934, when the last Report in this series was written, 
cannot be said to have improved as much as external 
appearances would seem to indicate, *states the 
Commercial Secretary, British Legation, Athens. 


There are many reasons to account for this state of 
affairs, the chief of which are perhaps the existence of 
a degree of political instability, the difficulty of finding 
markets for her agricultural products, the concentra- 
tion on the production of a few exportable products, 
adverse climatic conditions, and lastly a prevailing 
feeling of financial insecurity which, till the recent 
exchange regulations were enforced, led people to seek 
abroad that security which they considered was lacking 
in Greece. 


The financial position of the country became serious 
towards the end of 1936, and it was only the advent to 
power of the present Government and the stringent 
exchange regulations introduced by it that the flight of 
money from the country through the ‘‘ black bourse ”’ 
and other illegal channels was stopped and a serious 
financial crisis averted. The Government are endea- 
vouring by the introduction of suitable legislation to put 
the country upon a stable economic, financial and social 
standing. Measures have been introduced for the alle- 
viation or elimination of those evils, or at least the 
more serious of them, which are most calculated to lead 
to discontent and disaccord among the classes affected. 
Compulsory arbitration in industrial disputes, social 
insurance schemes, introduction of the eight-hour day 
in many directions, the fixation of wages, control of 
production, land reclamation and improvement and a 
ten-year programme of public works indicate the prin- 
cipal questions with which the Government are dealing 
and with which they have already made some progress. 


Tur CLEARING SystEM: WHEAT AND Topacco Crops 


The necessity of finding outlets for the tobacco crop 
of Greece, the value of which represents approximately 
50 per cent. of the total value of Greek exports, has 
driven successive Governments to conclude clearing 
agreements with certain countries on the barter system 
and has tended to concentrate the export trade of the 
country into a few well-defined channels. The Greek 
authorities are alive to the dangers of this concentra- 
tion, and are endeavouring by enlarging the clearing 
system to lessen the evil brought into existence, but 
unless the system is either abandoned as a whole or is 
enlarged to include all countries the country must con- 
tinue to suffer from the effects of these opposite 
policies which prevent the full development of either. 


The almost total failure of the wheat harvest of 
Greece during 1936 has had a considerable effect on 
the country’s economy. The normal wheat import 
requirements of Greece are about 250,000 tons 
annually, but it was calculated that owing to the 
failure of the 1936 crop not less than 550,000 tons would 
have to be imported before the locally-grown wheat 
would become available in May 1937. The Govern- 
ment have calculated that devisen to a value of some

five million sterling will be exported for wheat pu. 
chases, and this has necessarily put a severe strain 
upon the limited exchange resources of the country, 
A poor olive harvest and a fig crop well below the 
average added to the Government’s difficulties and 
caused the inevitable reaction of restricted spending in 
the areas most affected. The tobacco crop, however, 
has been a record one, and owing to the modified form 
of price inflation encouraged by the clearing systems 
the tobacco-growing areas are relatively prosperous, 


ForreIGN TRADE 


The foreign trade of Greece continues to expand, a

Unfortunately the unfavourable balance of trade 
tends to increase; it rose from 3,290 million dr. in 1938 
to 4,437 million dr. in 1936, although the percentage of 
unfavourable trade balance to the total trade fell from 
24 in 1933 to 23 in 1936. On the other hand, Greek 
exports during 1936 represent but 62 per cent. of the 
value of foreign imports during the same period, and in 
this respect the year’s trade is inferior to that of 1985, 
when the percentage was 66°5. If an average over the 
last ten years, 1927-36, is taken, however, the per: 
centage amounts to 538°6. 


The exports of Greece consist almost entirely of agri- 
cultural and horticultural products and raw materials, 
and, in addition, a certain quantity of cotton yarns of 
coarse counts, chemical fertilisers, glassware and 
carpets. Her imports consist chiefly of all manufac: 
tured goods, wood and timber, semi-worked materials 
for her factories, chemicals and luxury articles. 


Of the total Greek imports during last year 22°5 per 
cent. were imported from Germany, 16 per cent. from 
the United Kingdom, 7 per cent. from the United 
States, 5 per cent. from Yugoslavia and 5:8 per cent. 
from Roumania. 


Of her exports Germany bought 86 per cent., the 
United States 14 per cent., the United Kingdom 12 per 
cent., Roumania 8 per cent. and France 38 per cent. 
The countries with which Greece had a favourable 
balance of trade during 1936 were the United States, 
Belgium-Luxemburg, France, Germany, the Nether 
lands, Bulgaria, Norway, Finland and Italy. Taking 
an average over the last ten years, the following aré 
the principal countries having a passive balance 0- 
trade with Greece :—Germany, 10 per cent.; Italy, #8 
per cent.; Netherlands, 86 per cent.; Austria, 7 per 
cent.; Egypt, 23 per cent.; and Poland, 3 per cent. 
For Italy the figures do not represent the true situé 
tion, as there is included a large transit trade v6 
Italian ports destined for other Continental countries. 
For Egypt, similarly, the figures are no doubt 
exaggerated. 
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TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM 


Despite the various clearing agreements and the 
qumerous restrictions on trade in Greece, the United 
Kingdom’s contribution to the import trade continues 
to increase, while our purchases remain more or less 
satioary, as the following figures for the last six 
years show :—

Countries such as the United Kingdom who have 
neither a clearing agreement with Greece nor an un- 
fyvourable trade balance are heavily penalised by 
restrictions, the effect of which in the case of the 
United Kingdom has been the loss of markets in which 
the United Kingdom trade has been a dominant factor 
for years past. The market for United Kingdom steel 
and iron has been particularly affected, and the latest 
additions virtually abolish the United Kingdom market

in Greece for chemical and pharmaceutical products. 
Textiies are also affected, though to a lesser degree. 
An appendix to the Commercial Secretary’s Report 
gives the details of the lists in force; they are subject 
to amendments from time to time, details of which are 
published in the ‘* Board of Trade Journal ’’ as they 
appear. 


TRADE WITH GERMANY AND THE UNITED STATES 


Germany’s share of the trade of Greece over the 
last four years shows a considerable increase both in 
imports and exports. Her position has been consoli- 
dated by the clearing agreement which was con- 
cluded in August 1932, and to which reference is made 
in the Report. She is the principal purchaser of Greek 
tobacco, and her purchases in 1936 amounted to 
1,770,054,000 dr., representing approximately one-half 
of the total crop, and Greece is largely dependent upon 
her for the prosperity of a large section of her agricul- 
tural community. 


The United States, the second largest purchaser of 
Greek tobacco (770 million dr. in 1936), also enjoys a 
favourable trading position in Greece by virtue of her 
extensive purchases, and, although no clearing agree- 
ment has been concluded with Greece, imports there- 
from are in many cases freely permitted when denied 
to the United Kingdom, whose trading account is 
active,

INSPECTOR’S REPORT 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication 
of Mr. E. Rowley’s Report for the year 1936 on the Inspec- 
tion of Mines under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, in the 
Midland and Southern Division. 


Accidents from ‘‘ Falls’? accounted for 50 per cent. of 
all the reportable accidents during the year. Mr. Rowley 
deplores the continued high level of these accidents in the 
Cannock Chase areas, which is revealed by a graph showing 
accident incidents from falls of ground since 1930 in each 
coalfield in the Division, and he propounds twelve points 
which will have to receive much more careful attention if 
the number of these accidents is to be generally reduced. 


The good work done by Safety Officers and Safety Com- 
mittees in the Division is described, and one caso is 
mentioned where the appointment of a Safety Officer was 
followed by a reduction of over 40 per cent. in the number 
and severity of the accidents, in spite of an increase in 
Production. 


Ventilation is discussed, with special reference to the 
Use and misuse of auxiliary fans and the desirability of 
having regular air analyses made by means of a portable 
gas testing instrument.

All the usual statistical material is included and accidents 
are described under headings indicating the bad practices 
which accounted for them. The use of explosives and of 
alternative means of coal getting are dealt with, as also 
are the fencing of coal cutters, and the progress made with 
protective equipment.

REPORT ON NORTH-WESTERN DIVISION 


The Secretary for Mines also announces the publication of 
Mr. Charlton’s Report for the year 1936 on the inspection 
of mines under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, in the North 
Western Division. 


In his opening pages about accidents, Mr. Charlton 
explains why, in his opinion, managers should reckon their 
accident rates in relation to manshifts worked, rather than 
to tonnage produced, and he also draws attention to certain 
considerations affecting long term comparisons of accident 
rates. 


In spite of a decrease in fatal accidents, the proportion 
of accidents avoidable by ordinary precautions remains 
distressingly high and in this connection Mr. Charlton 
refers to the valuable work of specially appointed safety 
officers and committees in promoting safety consciousness, 
and his descriptions of typical accidents, indicating also the 
occupations of those involved, provide a guide to preventive 
measures, 


Other suggestions designed to avert unnecessary risks 
include the setting of bars right up to the face, especially 
where coal cutters are in use; and the use (illustrated by 
two photographs) of inverted arches where floor lift is 
troublesome. In addition to the usual statistical material, 
much information showing progress in the use of protective 
equipment is also given, including some striking figures of 
accident reductions at collieries where all the underground 
workers have been provided with hard hats. 


A description is given of a changed method of working 
by which at the face at a colliery in Lancashire shotfiring 
for the purposes of getting coal has been entirely eliminated.

REPORT ON THE SCOTLAND DIVISION 


The publication of Mr. E. H. Frazer’s Report for the 
year 1936 on the inspection of mines under the Coal Mines 
Act, 1911, in the Scotland Division is also announced by 
the Secretary for Mines. 


Mr. Frazer examines the causes of many accidents from 
falls of ground including the extensive collapse of a loader 
roadhead which occurred at Bardykes Colliery and resulted 
in the death of five persons. He has many suggestiors to 
make as to how these accidents could have been avoided, 
ranging from re-consideration of the method of work adopted 
to the more general use of twisting devices when drawing 
props. He has also a special section dealing with the proper 
use of cambered girders. 


Six persons were killed and forty-five persons injured by 
explosions during the year, mainly from the use of naked 
lights. Several of the accidents are described and some 
unusual causes of ignitions of firedamp are mentioned with 
special reference to the danger of such ignition under certain 
conditions by coal-cutter picks, 


Machinery is responsible for more accidents in this 
Division, both underground and on the surface, than in 
any other, and Mr. Frazer stresses the need for a higher 
standard of fencing. 


Numerous other matters, including the imposition on 
firemen of non-statutory duties, haulage accidents and their 
prevention, the safe use of explosives, accidents to boys, 
overtime working, and safety propaganda, are discussed 
and the usual statistical information is included. There 
are nineteen illustrations and diagrams.

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YORKSHIRE INSPECTOR’S REPORT 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication of 
Mr. H. J. Humphrys’ Report for the year 1936 on the 
Inspection of Mines under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, in 
the Yorkshire Division. 

The keynote to Mr. Humphrys’ Report may be said to 
be mechanised mining; its effect upon accident rates; and 
the special problems which are associated with it. 

Thus he continues the examination included in his last 
year’s Report, of accident incidence, before and after 
mechanisation, at collieries working the Barnsley Bed. He 
deals, too, with the results obtained with certain methods 
of roof support described in previous years, and with the 
use of the convergence recorder as an aid to roof control. 
The special attention to ventilation and size of airways 
required with intensive mining is emphasised, and the value 
of air pressure surveys in indicating the lengths of roadway 
that need enlargement is referred to. 

Among the more general subjects discussed are included 
safety classes for boys, seen as an adjunct to, rather than as 
a substitute for, careful training and systematic super- 
vision at the collieries themselves; methods of bringing 
down coal alternative to the use of explosives; the care of 
haulage ropes; illumination by means of pneumatic electric 
lamps; protective equipment; and an analysis of accidents 
to pit ponies. 

Accounts of many accidents which point a moral are in- 
cluded, together with the usual statistical information 
relating to the Division. There are eighteen illustrations 
and diagrams.

LLOYD’S WRECK STATISTICS FOR 1936 


The statistical summary of merchant vessels totally lost, 
broken up, condemned, etc., published by Lloyd’s Register, 
shows that during 1936 the gross reduction in the mercantile 
marine of the world amounted to 739 vessels of 1,401,345 
tons, excluding all steamers and motorships of less than 
100 tons gross and sailing ships of less than 100 tons net. 

Of this total, 678 of 1,358,639 tons were steamers and 
motorships, and 61 of 42,706 tons were sailing ships. These 
figures, as compared with 1935, show a decrease of 62,367 
tons for steamers and motorships, and a decrease of 39,101 
tons for sailing ships. The total tonnage broken up during 
1936 amounted to 1,016,460 as against 1,214,621 tons in 
1935, a decrease of 198,161 tons, and actual casualties show 
an increase of 95,007 tons. 

The tonnage of vessels, owned in Great Britain and 
Ireland, which were broken up, dismantled, etc., during 
1936, amounted to 341,569 as against 471,467 tons in 1935. 

The statistical tables which have been prepared in such a 
manner as to facilitate comparison between the principal 
maritime countries of the world, exhibit interesting data as 
to the relative frequency of the different kinds of casualty 
which conclude the existence of vessels. Strandings and 
kindred casualties which are comprised under the term 
‘‘ wrecked ’’ are the most prolific cause of disaster. To such 
casualties are attributable 55-3 per cent. of the number of 
steamers and motorships lost, and 40-6 per cent. of sailing 
ships. Cases of abandoned, foundered, and missing vessels 
are, no doubt, frequently more or less similar in the circum- 
stances of loss; and, if these be taken collectively, they 
comprehend 21-4 per cent. of steamers and motorships, 
and 37-5 per cent. of the sailing ships removed from the 
mercantile marine during 1936, owing to casualty. 

Of course, a large proportion of the tonnage annually 
removed from the merchant fleets of the world comes to 
what may be called a natural end, being broken up, dis- 
mantled, condemned, etc., for reasons not known to be 
consequent upon casualty or stress of weather. During 
1936 the tonnage of vessels so broken up, condemned, etc., 
amounted to no less than 73-2 per cent. of the tonnage of 
the steamers and motorships, and 52-8 per cent. of the 
sailing ships included in the tables under review. 

The number and tonnage of steamers and motorships of 
all nationalities lost through marine and war casualties 
since 1913, exclusive of vessels broken up, condemned, etc, 
not in consequence of casualty or stress of weather are shown 
in a table which gives for each country the percentage lost 
of the total tonnage owned. Excluding the five war years 
1914-18, the average percentage of loss of steamers and 
motorships belonging to Great Britain and Ireland during 
the remaining nineteen years amounts to less than 1 per 
cent. per annum of the tonnage owned. The world per- 
centage for the year 1936 is 0-59. 
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FOREIGN VISITORS, JANUARY-JUNE 


During the first six months of this year 116,317 visitor, 
from foreign countries came to the British Isles, as compared 
with 97,198 and 100,881 respectively in the corresponding 
period of 1936 and 1930. The figures, which are based on 
the official Home Office return, show, therefore, an increase 
of 19,119 over the first six months of last year, and one of 
15,436 over the first six months of 1930, which has hitherto 
been regarded as the boom year of holiday travel to the 
British Isles. 





Foreign visitors in June numbered 43,273 as compared 
with 42,657 in June 1936, these totals being made up of 
33,883 holiday visitors and 9,390 business visitors this year 
as compared with 33,310 and 9,347 respectively last year, 
or a total increase of 616, and an increase in the number of 
holiday visitors of 573. 


The number of holiday visitors in June from the United 
States was 14,329, an increase of 572 as compared with 
the total for the corresponding month of last year. Other 
totals were as follows:—Belgium, 974; France, 4,139; 
Germany, 3,796; Holland, 1,933; Scandinavian countries 
(including Denmark), 3,134. 


Week-end and day visitors from France and Belgium 
are not included in these figures, nor are the numerous 
oversea-British visitors, estimated at an annual figure of 
200,000, who travel with British passports and are not 
recorded at the ports.—Travel and Industrial Development 
Association of Great Britain and Ireland.

BRITISH INDIA 
OVERSEA TRADE IN JUNE 


The trade returns of British India for the month of June 
1937, as compared with the preceding month, showed in- 
creases in the values of exports and re-exports with a decline 
in imports, states a press note forwarded by H.M. Trade 
Commissioner at Calcutta from the Director-General of 
Commercial Intelligence and Statistics. The value of im- 
ports of private merchandise totalled Rs. 13,88 lakhs, a 
decrease of Rs. 58 lakhs as compared with the preceding 
month. Exports of Indian produce and manufactures in- 
creased by Rs. 95 lakhs from Rs. 16,09 lakhs in May 1937 
to Rs. 17,04 lakhs in the month under report. Re-exports 
improved by Rs. 27 lakhs and were valued at Rs, 81 lakhs.

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure 
the total visible balance of trade in June 1937 was Rs. 3,74 
lakhs in favour of India as compared with Rs. 3,24 lakhs in 
the preceding month. In the three months ended June 
1937 the favourable balance of trade amounted to Rs. 10,33 
lakhs. The balance of remittances of funds in June 1937 
was minus Rs. 1,28 lakhs and in the three months April- 
June 1937 minus Rs. 7,81 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS 


As compared with May 1937 imports of food, drink and 
tobacco in June 1937 declined by Rs. 7 lakhs to Rs. 2,16 
lakhs and manufactured articles by Rs. 72 lakhs to Rs. 7,97 
lakhs, while raw materials improved by Rs. 20 lakhs to 
Rs. 3,52 lakhs. Under food, drink and tobacco, imports of 
rice, not in the husk, fell from 141,000 tons to 133,000 tons 
in quantity and from Rs. 1,33 lakhs to Rs. 1,21 lakhs in 
value. There were increases of Rs. 4 lakhs under fruits 
and vegetables and of Rs. 3 lakhs under salt. 


Under raw materials, imports of kerosene oil advanced 
from 14-9 million gallons to 20-2 million gallons in quantity 
and from Rs. 68 lakhs to Rs. 72 lakhs in value. Imports of 
mineral oils, other than kerosene, on the other hand, fell 
slightly from 20-4 million gallons to 20-2 million gallons in 
quantity and from Rs. 77 lakhs to Rs. 71 lakhs in value. 
Imports of raw cotton amounted to 12,200 tons, valued 
at Rs. 1,16 lakhs, as compared with 10,300 tons, valued at 
Rs. 96 lakhs in May 1937. There was also an improvement 
of Rs. 3 lakhs each under copra or coconut kernel and silk, 
raw and cocoons, and a decline of Rs. 5 lakhs under raw wool. 


Under manufactured articles, the aggregate value of 
imports of cotton manufactures (including yarn) fell by 
Rs. 31 lakhs to Rs. 94 lakhs. Twist and yarn remained 
fairly steady at 1-6 million lbs., valued at Rs. 20 lakhs, as 
in May 1937. Cotton piece-goods declined from 45-8 to 
29-4 million yards in quantity and from Rs. 96 lakhs to 
Rs. 65 lakhs in value. The number of motor cars and motor 
lorries, buses and vans amounted to 949 and 965, valued 
at Rs. 18 lakhs and Rs. 13 lakhs, respectively, in June 1937, 
as compared with 1,068 and 992, valued at Rs. 20 lakhs and 
Rs. 14 lakhs, respectively, in May 1937. There were also 
increases under wool manufactures (+ Rs. 6 lakhs) and 
hardware (+ Rs. 4 lakhs), while there were decreases under 
copper, wrought (— Rs. 13 lakhs), rayon piece-goods 
(— Rs. 8 lakhs), arms, ammunition, etc. (— Rs. 5 lakhs), 
rayon yarn (—Rs. 4 lakhs), and rubber manufactures 


(— Rs. 3 lakhs). 


VARIATIONS IN Exports 


Compared with May 1937 exports of food, drink and 
tobacco in June 1937 advanced by Rs. 98 lakhs to Rs. 2,99 
lakhs, wheat alone being responsible for this increase. Other 
items comprised in this group were generally on the same 


level as in May 1937. 


Raw materials and produce exported decreased by Rs. 48 
lakhs to Rs. 9,05 lakhs, raw hides and skins, raw cotton 
and raw jute being mainly responsible for the decline, 
while exports of seeds showed considerable improvement. 
Seeds amounting to 84,000 tons, valued at Rs. 1,30 lakhs, 
were exported in June 1937, as against 54,000 tons, valued at 
Rs.87 lakhs in May 1937. The largest increase occurred under 
groundnuts, which accounted for a rise of Rs. 45 lakhs, 
while there was a slight fall under linseed. Exports of 
raw hides and skins fell from 6,200 tons, valued at Rs. 64 
lakhs, in May 1937, to 4,700 tons, valued at Rs. 52 lakhs, 
in the month under report. Shipments of raw cotton 
amounted to 67,000 tons, valued at Rs. 4,31 lakhs, in June 
1937, as compared to 74,000 tons, valued at Rs. 4,79 lakhs, 
in May 1937, Japan, as usual the largest purchaser, taking 
60 per cent. in June 1937 as against 58 per cent. in May 
1937. Dispatches of raw jute amounted to 62,800 tons, 
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valued at Rs. 1,28 lakhs, in June 1937, as against 76,499 
tons, valued at Rs. 1,58 lakhs, in May 1937. 

Articles wholly or mainly manufactured showed an jp. 
crease of Rs. 50 lakhs in June 1937 as compared with the 
previous month, and were valued at Rs. 4,79 lakhs, the 
principal items comprised in this group being cotton, jute 
and leather manufactures. Exports of cotton manufactures, 
including twist and yarn, showed an increase, being valued 
at Rs. 84 lakhs in June 1937 as against Rs. 75 lakhs in May 
1937. Shipments of cotton yarn amounted to 3-0 million 
Ibs., valued at Rs. 15 lakhs, in the month under report, as 
against 2-4 million Ibs., valued at Rs. 12 lakhs, in May, 
Dispatches of cotton piece-goods (mostly coloured) amounted 
to 22-7 million yards as in the preceding month, the value, 
however, showing an increase from Rs. 57 lakhs to Rs, 6] 
lakhs. The number of gunny bags exported increased from 
36-1 million in May 1937 to 45-1 million in June, the corre. 
sponding increase in value being from Rs. 78 lakhs to 
Rs. 1,02 lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth shipped in 
June 1937 improved from 128 million to 158 million and the 
value from Rs. 1,26 lakhs to Rs. 1,51 lakhs. Hides and 
skins, tanned or dressed, recorded a fall of 200 tons in 
quantity and of Rs. 8 lakhs in value as compared with the 
previous month and stood at 2,500 tons, valued at Rs. 66 
lakhs, in June 1937. 


TRADE witH ForEIGN CouNTRIES: SHIPPING MOVEMENT 


The share of the United Kingdom dropped from 30 per 
cent. in May 1937 to 27 per cent. in June in imports but 
rose from 24 per cent. to 27 per cent. in exports. The 
shares of Germany, Japan and the United States in the 
month under report were 10, 10, and 7 per cent., respec. 
tively, under imports, and 3, 16, and 11 per cent., respec- 
tively, under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels that entered into British India 
and cleared with cargoes from and to foreign countries and 
British Possessions during the month of June 1937 amounted 
to 782,000 and 735,000 respectively, as compared with 
748,000 and 804,000, respectively, in the preceding month. 


WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics 
reports as follows on the weather and crops in India for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL AND Monsoon 

Calcutta, 8 August.—Rainfall has been general in Konkan 
on four days; in the Punjab Hills on two; and in North 
Bengal and Malabar on one day. 

The monsoon is strong in the central parts of the country, 
north-east India and the United Provinces. The second 
monsoon forecast is that rainfall in August and September 
will be above the average in the Peninsula and north-west 
India. 

Crop ConDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, 31 July.—Rainfall has been very heavy on the 
west coast. Crops are in fair condition. 

Bihar, 2 August.—There has been general rain and the 
condition of crops has improved. The sowing of bhadoi and 
aghani paddy is making progress though rain is needed in 
places. 

Orissa, 2 August.—Rainfall has been general, and rivers 
are flooded in Cuttack and Puri. Sugarcane is thriving and 
til and cotton progressing. Jute is in good condition except 
in Bhadrak. 

Punjab, 2 August.—The maximum rainfall during the 
past week was 7-44 inches in Gujranwala and the minimum 
0-03 inch in Mianwali. The state of the crops is average to 
good. 

United Provinces, 31 July.—Rainfall has been general. 
The sowing of khariff and transplanting of late rice 1s 
going ahead and crops on the whole are in good condition. 

Central Provinces, 31 July.—The weather has been wet. 
The sowing of juar and khariff has been retarded. Crops 
generally are in fair condition but the growth of cotton and 
juar is being retarded in low-lying areas. 

Bombay, 7 August.—Heavy rain has harmed crops. 

Sind, 7 August.—No rain has fallen. Cotton is being 
intercultured. 

Bengal, 4 August.—Rainfall has been light to moderate 
with heavy rain in places; more is needed for transplanting 
winter paddy seedlings. 

Assam, 8 August.—Seasonable weather has prevailed.

NEW ZEALAND 
OVERSEA TRADE IN APRIL 


The value of exports reached an exceptionally high 
figure at £8,401,986, a total which, states the Monthly 
Abstract of Statistics, compiled by the Census and Statistics 
Department, Wellington, has not been exceeded since Janu- 
ary 1929 (or, if converted into sterling, since March 1929). 


Relatively high export values have been recorded during 
each month of the current calendar year, the total in March 
being £7,509,342. Exports of wool were higher in April, 
both in quantity and value, than in March, the value in- 
creasing by £604,991. Shipments of meats were, generally, 
slightly lower in both respects, while exports of butter were 
higher in both. 


While exports of dairy produce and meats usually begin 
to fall off in April, that month and May are the peak 
months for apples, which, in April, totalled 18,608,036 lbs., 
valued at £232,409, the latter being £6,407 more than in 
April 1936. 


Imports were lower in value by 5:7 per cent. in March but 
22:0 per cent. higher than in April 1936 at £4,342,249, The 
value of exports normally declines somewhat in April, while 
imports show little movement, and consequently the monthly 
excess of exports decreases. This year, however, the normal 
trend was reversed, external trading in commodities result- 
ing in an export surplus of £4,059,737 as compared with 
£2,903,637 in March and £2,577,940 in April of last year.

ECUADOR— NETHERLANDS 
TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION 


The Ecuadorean ‘‘ Registro Oficial ’’ of 11 June contains 
the text of a Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between 
Ecuador and the Netherlands signed at Quito on 27 May. 


The Treaty provides, inter alia, for reciprocal most- 
favoured-nation treatment as regards Customs and 
additional duties, taxes and formalities and _ reciprocal 
treatment as favourable as possible as regards import and 
export prohibitions and restrictions, exchange control or 
any other hindrance to trade between the two countries. 


The Government of the Netherlands undertakes not to 
impose import duties on cocoa beans and coffee originating 
in Ecuador. 


The Government of Ecuador undertakes to grant to goods 
specified in the Preferential Tariff the maximum reduction 
of 30 per cent. when imported from the Netherlands, Nether- 
lands Indies, Dutch Guiana and Curacao, provided that the 
balance of trade remains favourable to Ecuador. 


Ships and cargoes of each of the Parties will enjoy uncon- 
ditional most-favoured-nation treatment, except as regards 
the coasting trade and maritime service in the Netherlands 
Indies, Dutch Guiana and Curagao and fishing in the terri- 
torial waters of the respective countries. 


The usual exception is also made as regards concessions 
granted to neighbouring States to facilitate frontier traffic 
and those granted by either of the contracting Parties as 
a result of a Customs union, 


The Treaty enters into force thirty days after the exchange 
of ratifications and sixty days later as regards the Nether- 
lands Indies, Dutch Guiana and Curacao. It will remain 
in force for a year as from the date of ratification and will 
continue in force for further periods of a year, renewable 
by tacit consent, subject to denunciation at three months’ 
notice. 


By an Exchange of Notes dated 27 May the Treaty came 
into force provisionally as from 15 June.

FRANCE 
EXHAUSTION OF QUOTAS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 6 August announces the 
exhaustion of the quota fixed for the import into France 
from ‘‘ other’ countries, including the United Kingdom, 
of microscopes, accessories, etc. (ex Tariff No. 635), in 
consequence of which imports of such goods may not be 
resumed until further notice. 


IMPORT OF CERTAIN OILS AND FATS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of 5 August contains a 
Decree, dated 30 July, which regulates the import into 
France during the second half of the year of those types of 
oils and fats which are subject to restriction in accordance 
with the Law of 2 July 1935 for the control of the trade in 
fatty products, etc. (viz., hydrogenated tallow not intended 
for soap-making; ‘‘ pressed’? tallow; lard not intended 
for soap-making; unspecified animal fats, hydrogenated 
(except those intended for soap-making) or not; fish fats, 
except cod oil; pure fixed oils for food or for making edible 
fats; and vegetable fats for making edible fats). The 
Decree does not allot quotas for the import of any of these 
goods, but it provides that import licences may be granted 
to users of such products if they can prove that the goods 
are absolutely indispensable to their manufacture and cannot 
be replaced by fatty bodies of French or French Colonial 
origin. 

As hitherto, however, oils and fats falling under Tariff 
Nos. ex 830 A (tallow), ex 30 E (unspecified animal fats) 
and ex 51 (fish fats, except cod oil) may be imported with- 
out licence under certain conditions (particulars of which 
were published in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 28 
November 1935 (page 766) ) when intended for industrial use.

IMPORTATION OF COAL AND COKE 
THE UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade have been informed that the Reichs 
Coal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
consumption for June 1937 as 10,756,400 metric tons (i.e., 
an increase of 43 per cent. over 7,500,000 metric tons).

In accordance with the provisions of the Trade Agreement 
of 18 April 1933 between the United Kingdom and Germany, 
the quota for imports of United Kingdom coal and coke 
into the German Customs Area for August 1937 has been 
correspondingly increased from the minimum of 180,000 
metric tons to 257,400 metric tons. 


POLAND 


CUSTOMS DUTIES ON CERTAIN MACHINES 
AND APPARATUS (AGREEMENT WITH 
ESTONIA) 


A Supplementary Protocol, dated 29 May 1937, to the 
Tariff Protocol of 23 February 1937 between Poland and 
Estonia (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ of 8 April 
1937, page 528) provides, as from 15 June 1937, for a 
percentage reduction not exceeding 20 per cent. of the 
normal rate of Customs duty, under prescribed conditions, 
in respect of machines and apparatus falling within Groups 
67, 68, 69 and 73 of the Polish Customs Tariff.

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ROUMANIA 
IMPORT AND EXPORT REGIME 


His Majesty’s representative at Bucharest has furnished 
a translation (in French) of a Decision of the Council of 
Ministers No. 1795 of 7 July 1937, published in the 
‘* Monitorul Oficial ’’ of 10 July, in accordance with which 
the various categories of importers mentioned below 
may clear their goods through the Roumanian Customs 
without import licences, despite the fact that these goods 
come under the Import Quota List, on the basis of appli- 
cations approved and visaed by the Department for the 
Regulation of Foreign Trade. 


Article 1 of the Decree stipulates that the funds available 
for payment of imports from each country shall be calculated 
at the beginning of each quarter on the basis of the 
Roumanian exports to the respective countries during the 
preceding quarter, and after taking into consideration the 
position of the balances in the Clearing of each country. 


The disposable funds will be allocated in two parts for 
each country as follows :— 


(a) For goods now removed from the import quota 
régime as well as those which have not been subject 
to foreign trade regulations. 


(b) For goods remaining subject to the import quota 
régime. 


Article 2 sets out the goods exempted from the import 
quota régime, viz. :—

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


By Royal Proclamation No. 660, dated 20 June 1937, milk 
and cream (Tariff Nos. 20-22), butter (Tariff No. 23) and 
cheese (Tariff No, 24) may not be imported into Sweden 
without permission from Statens Jordbrukennimd (State 
Agricultural Board). The Board will issue a permit, which 
must be produced to the relevant Swedish Customs 
authorities, stating the amount of milk, cream, butter and 
cheese which may be imported, as well as the time when 
the importation may take place. 

Importers will be required to pay import levies on these 
products based upon the export levies on the same products 
payable at that time. 

The Proclamation came into force on 1 July 1937.

URUGUAY 


DUTY ON MOTOR CARS: CHANGE TO WEIGHT 
BASIS 


With reference to the notice, under the above heading, 
in the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal ’”’ of 5 August (page 201), 
H.M. Representative at Montevideo has now forwarded to 
the Board of Trade a translation of the Decree, dated 31 
May, and published in the ‘ Diario Oficial’ of 16 July, 
which provides that motor cars imported into Uruguay shall 
be dutiable as follows : —

Category 1. Up to 1,050 kilogs. weight

Nore.— 

(1) Cars coming under category 1 and having convertible 
bodies (i.e. cars with collapsible hoods) will be subject 
to a surcharge of 20 per cent. on the respective duties. 

(2) Cars coming under categories 1, 2 and 3 and having an 
engine of more than 8 cylinders will be cleared under 
category 4, 

(3) The amount of duty assessable on cars included in cate- 
gories 4 and 5 in excess of the cost of such cars c.i.f. 
Montevideo (i.e. cost of car without extras or acces- 
sories) will be rebated, provided the requisite documents 
duly viséd by the Uruguayan consular authority in the 
country of origin, are presented prior to clearing the car 
through the Customs. The duties paid on cars in the 
said categories may not, however, be less than 700 
pesos on cars of the 4th category and 1,100 pesos on 
those of the 5th category. 

(4) Cars arriving incomplete, i.e. without windows, engine, 
mudguards, seats, upholstery, wheels, radiator, engine, 
hood or battery, will be classified in the immediately 
higher category, with the duty and minimum weight of 
that category.

CONVERSION RATES FOR PAYMENT OF 
DUTIES IN GOLD 


With reference to the notice under the above heading 
in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ of 15 July (page 103), 
H.M. Consul at Montevideo reports, by telegraph, that the 
rate or multiplier for the conversion of Uruguayan Customs 
duties from gold into currency has been raised from 2-728 
to 2-729 in the case of goods imported from countries with 
an exchange quota (the United Kingdom is in this category), 
and reduced from 3-457 to 3-453 in the case of goods imported 
from countries with an exhausted exchange quota or without 
such quota, 


{Norr.—With the exception of certain goods which are 
exempted from part-payment of the duty “ in gold,”’ 25 per 
cent, of Uruguayan Customs duties have to be paid “ in 
gold ’’ as the general rule, but the duties on a few classes

PUBLICATIONS RECEIVED 


Wages and Labour Conditions in British Engineering. By 
M. L. Yates, M.Sc.Tech., M.A. (Com.), A.M.I.Mech.E., with a 
foreword by C. G. Renold, Managing Director, Renold and 
Coventry Chain Company, Limited. Demy 8vo: XII +177 pp., 
price 6s. net. Published by Macdonald and Evans, 8, John 
Street, Bedford Row, London, W.C.1. 

The aim of this book is to show the conditions of employ- 
ment of the principal classes of engineering workpeople, the 
systems of remuneration and the wages obtained. It is con- 
fined to a factual treatment of these questions, with special 
emphasis on their development since 1914. 

So expansive a term is Engineering that it is considered 
necessary at the commencement to define the limits of the | 
industry, and to show the extent of the labour force in each 
of the main branches. This is followed by a brief account of 
the work done in the chief occupations, with some reference 
to the effect of changes in methods of production. Comparisons 
made later of the wages of the different classes of workers at 
various times are thereby made more informatory. 

The extent of organisation on the part of the employers and 
workpeople, and trade union policy in connection with wages

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questions and general labour conditicns, are briefly de- 
scribed, because of their important bearing on the main 
subject-matter. 

The agreements which have been negotiated relating to 
wages and conditions of employment are presented in a form 
which, it is hoped, shows up clearly their tenor, and enables 
the decisions reached on each of the principal questions to 
be followed in correct sequence. 

The chapter on wages systems is intended to show the 
chief features and—in a general way—the extent and applica- 
tion of each of the different systems employed. Although 
there is some assessment of the suitability of the systems for 
various conditions of manufacturing, the material is presented 
more as a supplement to the wages and earnings data than as 
a@ serious attempt to show the merits and demerits of the 
— of remuneration for different classes of engineering 
work, 

Wages rates and earnings have been given detailed treat- 
ment, and an attempt has been made to show the incidence 
of the several factors which mitigate against wages rates 
being used as criteria from which to judge the earnings of the 
workpeople. 

The final chapter is devoted to the wages and employment 
of female labour in engineering. Female labour is considered 
separately because it differs in many respects from male 
labour. It is almost wholly semi-skilled or unskilled, and it 
is not evenly distributed over the main branches of the 
industry. The war period was one of special significance to 
women workers, and has been dealt with at somewhat greater 
length on this account. 


British Standard Specification for Roofing Felts. (B.S. Speci- 
fication No. 747-1937.) 


The preparation of the B.S. Specification for Roofing Felts 
(B.S. No. 747) was authorised in response to representations 
made by the Royal Institute of British Architects. 

The Committee appointed to undertake the work arrived 
at the conclusion that, at the present time, there do not exist 
tests which are suitable for determining the quality of the 
finished materials and for inclusion in a British Standard 
Specification. It therefore concluded that it is not possible 
to draw up a Specification in the usual form and that it 
must for the present suffice to issue a Classification of Roofing 
Felts, incorporating such requirements as to the character of 
the constituent materials as are best calculated to secure 
satisfactory quality in the final product. 

The Classification further aims at securing the marketing of 
the products of the industry in a standardised manner. The 
usual trade nomenclature has been adopted in classifying the 
materials, but a description of the various felts is given and 
suggestions of their more common uses are included in an 
Appendix. Reference is also made in this to the desirability 
of providing ventilation in boarded roofs. It is hoped that 
this information will assist architects, builders and others in 
ordering materials suited to their requirements. 

The Committee urges the desirability of pursuing investiga- 
tions into the properties of roofing felts in order that tests 
suitable for incorporation in a Specification may be devised. 

The Classification is in three parts. Part 1 covers Bitumen 
Felts, of which there are five varieties; Part 2 covers Flax 
and Hair Felts, of which there are four varieties; and Parti 3 
Sanded Felts in two varieties. 

Details as to the qualities of the constituent materials, the 
weight, size of packages and a general description is included 
for each variety.

British Standard Specification for Gas Meter Unions. (B.8. 
Specification No. 746-1937.) 


The British Standards Institution has recently issued a 
standard Specification relating to the dimensions and quality 
of Gas Meter Unions (B.S. No. 746-1937). 

This Specification was prepared at the request of the Gas 
Meters Committee of the Institution of Gas Engineers and re- 
lates to three-piece unions for low-pressure gas meters of 
nominal sizes from 4 in. to 14 in. inclusive (3 ‘‘ light’’ to 50 
«e light 4% 

The Specification to which meter unions have hitherto been 
made was issued by the Board of Trade in 1902. The dimen- 
sions and limits laid down were, however, inadequate to ensure 
interchangeability, although adherence to it by the majority of 
meter makers vastly simplified the work of preparing the 
present Specification, and it has been found possible to use 
the 1902 Board of Trade Specification as a basis. 

In preparing this British Standard Specification it was found 
that meter unions were in the main interchangeable, though the 
actual standards worked to by the various makers were incom- 
plete and numerous. It being the general practice, for reasons 
of economy, to exchange meters on consumers’ premises without 
exchanging the nut and liner which are left attached to the 
original lead connections, it was considered advisable to ensure 
interchangeability for the largest possible number of old 
unions at present on consumers’ premises. 

The dimensions were arrived at by gauging a considerable 
number of unions from various makers, and by striking the 
best possible compromise between interchangeability and play, 
bearing in mind the necessary mechanical considerations, appro- 
priate tolerances be'mg fixed for those dimensions affecting 
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interchangeability. It has been found possible to make the 
dimensions of the nut across the flat suitable to take Bg, 
spanners,

British Standard Specification for Joiners’ Glue. (B.S. Speci. 
fication No. 745-1937.) 

A new British Standard has recently been published for 
‘* Joiners’ Glue’ (B.S. No. 745-1937), and is one of a serieg 
dealing with Glues, Standard Methods of Testing Glues (B.S, 
No. 647) having been published in 1935. 

These Standards were authorised by the Chemical Divi. 
sional Council and prepared in co-operation with the industry, 

The present British Standard covers the Specifications for 
various types of glue, such as cake or powder, jelly or liquid, 
and casein glues, and includes tests for the determination of 
moisture content, chlorine, reaction and joint strength in shear,

REPEAL OF TRADE LICENSING ORDINANCE 
IN TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO 


A notice appeared in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 16 January 1936 drawing attention to the Trade 
Licensing Ordinance, in force as from 1 January 1936, 
providing, inter alia, that commercial agents or com- 
mission agents operating in Trinidad and Tobago should 
take out a licence, the fee for which was 15 dollars 
per annum in the case of a resident person and ‘50 dols. 
per annum in the case of a non-resident person. 


By Ordinance No. 1 of 1937 the Trade Licensing 
Ordinance in question has been repealed, with effect 
as from 1 January 1987. 


GALLANTRY AT SEA 
BOARD OF TRADE RECOGNITION

The ‘‘ Vandyck’’ reached the ‘‘ Standale’’ at 
2.15 a.m. on 3 April last and despite the very severe 
weather conditions succeeded in launching three boats. 
Owing to heavy seas the boats were unable to get 
nearer to the “ Standale ’’ than about 50 feet, but 
communication was effected by line and the 25 officers 
and men who formed the crew of the ‘‘ Standale 
were all rescued. It took over five hours to effect the 
rescue.

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc.

INTRODUCTORY NOTES 


1. The preliminary results of the Census of Produc- 
tion of 1935 are being issued in a series of Supplements 
o the “‘ Board of Trade Journal’’ at fortnightly 
intervals. Notice of the trades to be covered by follow- 
ing issues will be given in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ from time 
io time. 

Complete returns may not have been received in all 
cases at the time of publication of the preliminary 
weults, which should accordingly be regarded as pro- 
sional. In general, however, the amendments 
necessary are expected to be of minor importance, and 
the results may be taken as substantially comparable 
in the aggregate with those for previous years. For 
certain semi-manufactured articles, the output 
recorded as sold in 1935 may exceed the corresponding 
figure for 1934 by reason of returns being furnished for 
1985 for each separate establishment, so far as prac- 
ticable, whereas for 1934 firms were permitted to 
funish an aggregated return covering the whole of 
iheir activities in one trade. The final figures will be 
published at a later date in volume form, and these 
fnal reports will contain additional detail, including 
for certain trades an estimate of the output free from 
duplication. 


2. Scope of the Census.—The Census covered manu- 
facturing industries, mines and quarries, the Building 
md Contracting Trade and the productive .services 
catied out by Public Utility Undertakings, whether 
publicly or privately owned. Repairing and “‘ process- 
ng” work was included. The number of separate 
trades distinguished was 122; a list of these trades is 
given at the end of these notes. All the particulars 
rlate to the United Kingdom. 


3, Exclusion of small firms.—Detailed returns were 
tot obtained from firms employing not more than ten 
persons as a@ yearly average, the only information 
tequired from these firms (except those in the Bread, 
Cakes, etc., Trade) being a statement of the nature of 
their business and the average number of their male 
and female employees in the year. The same limita- 
tion was applied to the Census of 1930 and to the 
Import Duties Act Inquiries of 1983 and 1934, and the 
vhole of the information given in this series, for any 
year, should be understood to relate to the operations 
if firms employing more than ten persons. 


At the 1980 Census the number of businesses in 
vhich not more than ten persons were employed was 
teeorded as 212,140; the estimated number of persons 
‘mployed by these firms was 758,000, or about 9°6 per 
cent. of the total for all industries. 


4. Comparisons with previous years.—Comparison 
{the results for 1935 is made with those of the most 
tent previous year for which statistics are available, 
‘¢, with those for the year 1934 in the case of the 78 
tades included in the Import Duties Act Inquiry for 
that year, and with those of the 1930 Census in the 
‘se of the remaining trades. 

In some cases where comparisons are made with the 
results of the Import Duties Act Inquiry, 1934, the 
particulars shown for that year may be defective. This 
iises from two causes: (i) the Inquiry for 1934 was 
generally limited to manufacturing undertakings, 





repairing firms and workshops doing only a commission 
trade being excluded; (ii) as the Inquiry related only 
to selected trades, some classes of ceakaate were not 
completely covered, being manufactured also by firms 
whose principal output lay in trades that were 
excluded from the Inquiry. Any substantial differ- 
ences that may be due to these circumstances are dealt 
with by a special note, generally to Table II dealing 
with the ‘‘ principal products’’ of the trade 
concerned. 


5. Contents of the preliminary summaries.—The 
preliminary series of results will consist generally of 
seven tables, containing the information set out below. 


Table I.—The principal results recorded by all firms 
that made returns on schedules for the trade 
concerned. 


Table II.—The total selling values and (where avail- 
able) quantities of the principal products of the trade. 
These totals will include not only the output of the 
firms classified in the trade concerned but also the 
additional output recorded by firms whose returns were 
made on schedules for other trades. The figures for 
1935 may not cover the whole of this additional out- 
put, and cases in which the deficiencies are likely to 
impair comparability are specially noted. 

For some trades in which important classes of semi- 
finished goods may either be sold or be further manu- 
factured by the firm that produced them, particulars 
of the total quantities of these goods made are also 
shown. 


Table III.—The quantities of the principal products 
of the trade in relation to those of exports and imports. 
Particulars of value may be given in cases where com- 
parable records of quantities are not available. 


Table IV.—Particulars of the secondary output of 
the trade, i.e. all goods made and work done other 
than those included in Table II as principal products. 


Table V.—The quantity and eost of certain im- 
portant classes of materials, and of coal, coke, heavy 
fuel oil and electricity purchased and used by firms 
that made returns on schedules for the trade con- 
cerned. For some trades this information was obtain- 
able only on voluntary lines. 


Table VI.—The quantities of electricity consumed 
(generated in firms’ own works and purchased) by firms 
that made returns on schedules for the trade concerned. 
This information is not available for the year 1934. 


Table VII.—The average number of operatives em- 
ployed in the year and the number of administrative, 
technical and clerical staff employed in one week in 
October, classified between males and females and 
between employees over and under 18 years of age. 
The sex and age distribution of the operatives is as 
recorded for the week ended 12 October 1935. The 
numbers shown relate to those employed by the firms 
whose returns were made on schedules for the trade 
concerned. 

For those trades in which outworkers are employed. 
the numbers of these employees are also given for two 
dates in each year. 
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6. Instructions for making Returns.—The following 
notes explain the meanings of the terms used in the 
tables and outline the general instructions given to 
firms as to the manner in which their returns were to 
be completed. 


(i) Period covered.—Firms were required to make 
returns for the calendar year 1935, but if the calendar 
year was not their year of account, a return for a 
business year ending not later than 7 April 1936 and 
not earlier than 8 April 1935 was accepted. 


(ii) Valuation of output.—The values to be shown 
were the net selling values of all deliveries of goods (as 
packed for sale) within the year of return, plus the 
book value of stocks at the end and less that of stocks 
at the beginning of the year. In determining the net 
selling value, firms were instructed to deduct from the 
amounts charged to customers such items as discounts, 
payments to transport firms, railway companies, etc., 
for carriage outwards, and allowances for returnable 
cases, etc. Where separate returns were made for 
different departments of the same firm, and goods 
produced in -one department were used in another 
department in the production of more finished goods, 
such goods were required to be included in the output 
of the first (producing) department, and in the 
materials of the second (using) department, at the 
value at which they were transferred in the firm’s 


books. 


(iii) Valuation of work done by firms working ‘* on 
commission,’’ etc.—Firms working ‘‘ on commission ”’ 
or *‘ for the trade ’’ on materials given out to them by 
other firms were required to state, as the value of their 
output, only the amounts received by them for the 
work, less discounts and payments to transport firms, 
railway companies, etc., for carriage outwards, and to 
exclude the value of the materials supplied to them by 
the firms for which the work was done. Where the 
work was done on goods supplied by manufacturing 
firms, its value is included in the final selling value of 
the goods as recorded by those firms. In the case of 
goods made on commission for merchants or other 
persons who made no returns at the Census, the selling 
value of the goods has escaped record. 


(iv) Distinction between ‘‘ Goods made for sale ”’ 
and ‘‘ Total make.’’—The output recorded as ‘* made 
for sale ’’ represents goods in the form in which they 
were sold during the year of account or held in stock at 
the end of the year. Where goods were used for 
further manufacturing purposes in the establishments 
in which they were made, the output for sale falls 
short of the total quantities made. For certain classes 
of products a return of total make was required in 
addition to that of the output for sale, and this addi- 
tional information is shown separately. 


(v) Work in progress at beginning or end of year.— 
In order to determine the output properly attributable 
to the year covered by their returns, firms engaged in 
certain industries were required to state the value of 
work in progress at the beginning and end of that year. 
If the statement of output included any goods which 
were in course of construction at the beginning of the 
year the value of the work done in the previous year 
was estimated and returned separately; similarly, the 
value of goods in course of construction at the end of 
the year was estimated and returned separately. 
Allowance for the difference in these aggregates has 
been made where necessary. 


(vi) Exclusion of merchanting.—Where firms, in 
addition to their manufacturing business, also bought 
goods and re-sold them in the same condition as that 
in which they were purchased, they were instructed to 
omit such goods from their statements of output and 
of materials, and to exclude from their statements of 
persons employed those members of their staff who 
were wholly or mainly required in connection with 
their merchanting business. 


(vii) Materials.—The total ‘cost of materials 
used ’’ was required to include all raw and other 
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materials purchased and used in the production of ths 
output recorded in the firm’s return; all fuel, oil, 9, 
and electricity purchased; packing and works 
materials; and materials for repairs to the firm’s own 
buildings or plant carried out by their own workpeople 
The cost was to include charges for transport unle, 
transport was carried out by the firm’s own gtaq 
The book value of stocks of materials at the beginnin, 
of the year was included and that of stocks at the enj 
of the year deducted from the total purchases in ¢h, 
year. The figure was not to include wages, salarig 
rent, rates, insurance, depreciation, and similar 
charges, or the cost of new machinery and plant 
Where separate returns were made for different depart, 
ments of the same firm, goods produced in one depar. 
ment and used in another department were required 
to be treated as purchased by the second (using) 
department, and included in that department’s tot) li 
cost of materials at the amount credited to the pro- 
ducing department. Firms working on commission 
for the trade were instructed to return, as materials § 
only goods which they themselves purchased and used, § 4) 
and not the goods given out to them by the firms for 
which they worked. 


The particulars in respect of special classes of & (4) 
materials represent the total purchases in the year, § |) 
adjusted for stock variations in the manner described 
in the previous paragraph. 


(viii) Work given out.—Firms giving out work tof 
other firms or other branches of the same firms for} 
which separate returns were made were required to 
state the aggregate amount paid to such firms orf (1 
branches for work done in the year. The amount thus 
returned was not to include the cost of any item ,, 
accounted for under the heading of ‘‘ Materials.”’ } 


(ix) Net output.—The net output of a trade is the § |) 
figure which results from deducting from the value of 
the gross output the aggregate of the ‘‘ Cost off 1, 
materials used ’’ and amount paid for ‘‘ Work given () 
out,’’ together with the amount of any Excise duty 
included in the value of the products and not in that § (!) 
of the materials used. This figure represents the value 
added to materials by the industrial processes and, § | 
after allowance for a sum sufficient to cover the depre- § (1 
ciation of plant and machinery, constitutes the fund} ” 
from which wages, salaries, rents, royalties, rates and 
taxes, advertisement and selling expenses, and all 
other similar charges have to be provided, as well as § / 
profits. 


(x) Persons employed.—Firms were required tf 1 
classify persons employed by them under the two head- 
ings of (i) Operatives (wage-earners), and (ii) Adminis- 
trative, technical and clerical staff. The numbers of 
‘* Operatives ’’ relate to all wage-earners (including 
foremen, van and lorry drivers and warehousemen) 
employed by the firm in and about the factory o 
works, or in outside work of construction or repalf, 
and ‘‘ Administrative, technical and clerical staff” to 
the office and management staff (i.e. working propre 
tors, managing directors, managers, designers, sales- 
men, travellers, etc.), all clerks, typists and other 
persons engaged primarily in office work being recorded 
under this heading and not as operatives. Where 
outworkers were employed, the number of these 
was recorded separately and not included in the 
number of operatives. Persons required wholly o 
mainly in connection with any merchanting business 
carried on were to be excluded. 


The particulars required related to the persons al 
ployed (i.e. on the pay sheets) in certain specifi 
weeks, with the proviso that, in the event of a strike or 
lock-out, holiday or special cessation of work in any © 
these weeks, the nearest ordinary week (of which the 
ending date should be stated) was to be taken. 


Firms were required to state: — 


a) The numbers employed in the week ended 
12 October 1985 (or 138 October 1934 if the 
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return covered a period ended before 12 October 
1935), divided under the two main headings 
defined above, and also according to their sex and 
age (as over or under 18 years of age). 

(b) The number of operatives actually at work 
in a specified week (one of the middle weeks) in 
each month of the period covered by the return. 


(xi) Outworkers.—In those trades employing out- 
workers (i.e. workpeople doing work off the firm’s 
remises on materials supplied by the firm) particulars 
yere required of the number of outworkers employed 
st two dates in the year covered by the return, viz. 
x or about 19 January and 13 July 1935.

Attention is drawn to the preventable character of many accidents, especially accidents to 
young workers. There was a substantial increase in accidents during 1936 over the previous 
year, and this is attributed to longer hours of work, greater speed of production and the 
employment of young and inexperienced workers consequent upon the general trade 
expansion. The Report states “a rising toll of death and injury must still be regarded as a 
penalty to be paid for increased prosperity ” as in these times new machinery with unknown 
risks is installed and, in haste, machinery is often put into operation prior to the provision 
of safeguarding appliances.

Machinery is reducing the demand for muscular giants in industry, but the need for heavy 
manual work still persists in many industries and frequently demands great skill and strength 
from the workers, both men and women. Skill in such work is probably quite as important 
as strength and this new Safety Pamphlet seeks to make this skill more widespread and at 
the same time to warn factory workers against incurring dangerous risks of overstrain. 
The pamphlet analyses the chief causes of accidents, points the way to better weight lifting 
methods, and it is illustrated with many photographs and drawings of right and wrong 
ways of lifting.

Much 
is now known regarding the nature of boredom, its relation to personal character and to 
conditions of work. Consequently, it is becoming possible to select staff suitably qualified 
for repetitive work. Much misunderstanding and friction between employers and their 
workers may be removed by a study of this Report. An interesting section of the Report 
deals with the effect of gramophone music in allaying the onset of boredom.
